We agree that theſe 
notions were not thoſe- of the .tom- 
mon 'Pcople ; 'agd- it appears: plain 
enough from herice, that whet Je- 
ſus Chriſt ſpoke of himſelf in ſuch 
terms, the Jews could not bur fee 
that he attributed Divinity to; hin- 
ſelf; the multitude who expected a 
mighty Conqueror for their: Meſf, 
ſeemed ſurprized at it, and were ready 
ro ſtone hum. Theſe Traditions that 
we ſpeak of, were the Ideas of ſuch 


ay 
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as had. taken. more pains in ſtudyin 
the Stcred Writings, and had _ 
lected the ſenſe of them by attentive 
Meditation. "That this was ſo, we 
learn from Philo the Jew, who makes 
a great difference between the Ex- 
plicatians of the Law thdt they gave 
to the People whom he calls wn; 
and thoſe which they reſerved for 
ſuch as had attained to a greater de- 
gree of knowledge in the Myſteries 
of rheir Religion. This may be ſeen 
De Sar, in his Treatiſe de Secrif. Abel, &

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Indeed if we admitted of the Au- 
thorities of the Jews before Chriſt's 
time, as a part of Divine Revelation 
that is not contained in' the” Books of 
Moſes, M. N. would have reafon to 
bring the authority of Chriſt againſt 
ſuch Jewiſh Traditions. But here is 
a quire different caſe now, The Jews 
having ſtifled thoſe antiegt notions 


of a Meſſecas; that a to their 
Propheſies was to be as well 
as we make 'it appear from 


the Books of their Anceſtors, which 
were left, and. which contam the Old 
Explications of their Synagogue be- 
fore Chriſt's time, that they had” ſuch 
Explications, as they are now forced 
£0 reject, or elſe they muſt yield up the

Now what hath M. N. to fay a- 
gainſt our ule of ſuch traditional Ex- 
poſitions?

I ſhall not. endeavour to refute 
what 2M. N. Taith to rake away- the 
authority of two; Hebrew Books that 
Dr. -Bult quores for: the confirming 
of thofe Expoſitions; M. N. accord- 
ing to his great ſtock of Learning, 
calls otte of them an obſcure Rb 
and, the other the” wnknown Book T an- 
kumam. The obſcure Rabbi that he 
ſpeaks of is Moſes Bar Nachman, 
commonly called Ramban or ' Moſes 
Gi#andejiſis, one of the higheſt note ; 
among. the . Jewiſh Commentators. 
The unknown Book called not Tar: 
kuman, but T anchama, is as well known 


- among, the Learned Jews, as any of 


their antient Books that are now 
extant. M. N's ignorance of theſe 
things might well be excuſed ; for 
he was not bound to underftand 
Hebrew : yet we muſt needs tell hi 

that it is not very modeſtly _y 3 
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him to paſs a Judgement upon Au- 
thors' that he neither know nor is 


able to underſtand. 


I will not ſpend time in anſwering 
what he faith of the Works of _ Phi- 
{o'the Jew, that they were written 
by one Philo a Chriſtian, who.:lived

'This' is truly an uaknown Rabbi to 
all Mankind but-24. N. for he is the 
firſt that ever mentioned him. | But 
he ſhews by his Critical Remarks on 
this : occaſion, that he hath as lirtle 
Skillin Chriftian Antiquity, as he hath 
ſhewn in Hebrew Writers. 


Philo ſpeaks. frequently of the 25- 
y©- that was imployed by. God in 
the Creation of -the World, and in 
the Produttion of his other Works. 
Now the queſtion is, whether he bor- 
rowed this notion from the S;nagogue, 
or from the Platonicks ? "That is eafie 
enough to be decided, becauſe-what- 


ſoever he ſays of this matter, he always 


grounds it on the Books of Moſes and 
the-Prophets, without once mentzoning 
Plato upon the Idea of the 2.5y/9.. L 
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I ought alſo to obſerve that Cle» 
mens Alexandrinus, who hath man 
quotations out of Philo's Works, of 
which ſome are-loſt, reckons him not 
a Platonick but a ' Pythagorean. But 
certainly. M. N, muſt ve loſt his 
reaſon, if he maintains that the Works 
which bear the name of Philo were 
written by a more modern Author 
than him that writ the Apology for 
the. Jews to Caligals, whom M. N. 
can't deny to have been Philo of A4- 
lexandria, that went to Rome as their 
Agent-within ſeven years after Chriſt's 
Death.

Ty, can't but pity thoſe that let ſuch 
Fathers opinions be impoſed upon 
them by the name of Egsſebizs and his 
Followers,

I have not taken notice of an ac- 
cuſation which he comes up with 
very often, viz, that thoſe of the Or- 
thodox Party were always Perſecu- 
tors; becauſe it is ſo notoriouſly 
falſe, that there was no need of 
refuting it. A. N, confeſleth that 
the DoCtrine of the Trinity, and of 
the Divinity of our Saviour, was 
publickly and generally received af- 
ter Juſtin Marty's time ; and that 
the Primitive Chriſtians ſtill lived 
under Perſecutions from the Pagan 
Emperors till Conſtentine's time.
